WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP) 
-—Fred M. Vinson, Supreme 
Court Chief Justice since 1946, 
died unexpectedly of a heart at- 
tack early today. ° 

The 63-year-old judge and 
former holder of many top Gov- 


ernment posts was stricken in | 


his Washington apartment. 

His wife and one of his two 
sons, Fred Jr., were with him 
and summoned a physician at 
1:30 a.m., but he died 45 minutes 
later. Mrs. Vinson and Fred Jr. 
said he retired last night in good 
spirits and apparently good 
health. He had not been ill. 

Memorial funeral services, 
open to the public, wil Ibe at 
1 p.m. (St. Louis time) Thursday 
in Washington Cathedral. An- 
other funeral will be held at 2 
p.m. Friday at Louisa, Ky., Vin- 
son’s native home, with burial to 
follow there in Pine Hill Ceme- 
tery. 

Vinson took over the Chief 
Justiceship on June 24, 1946, an 
appointee of former President 
Truman to succeed the late Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Stone. 

His death opens the way for 
President Eisenhower to make 
his first appointment to the Su- 
preme Court. Eisenhower may 
name his choice within the next 
few weeks, since the court is 
scheduled to open its next ses- 
sion Oct. 5. 

Eisenhower’s Comment. 

In Denver the President is- 
sued a statement mourning the 
death of Vinson as a friend, 
statesman and jurist “whom I 
admired deeply.” Eisenhower 
Said: 

“I share the nation’s shock 
and grief over Chief Justice Vin- 
son’s untimely death. He was 
my close persenal friend for 
many years and a statesman and 
jurist whom I admired deeply. 

“A man of exemplary char- 
acter, he possessed great human 
understanding, appreciation of 
our national heritage and a keen 


mind. He has filled positions of | 
great responsibility in all three | 


branches of the Government— 
legislative, administrative and 
judicial. ’ 
“In all of them he served with 
efficiency, dignity and integrity. 


‘“‘He was an outstanding citizen | 


whose death is a loss to Amer- 
ica.” 


Eisenhower also dispatched a 


personal message of sympathy to 
Mrs. Vinson. . 

Meanwhile, a presidential 
proclamation designating a 30- 
day period of official mourning 
and providing for flying of the 
United States flags over all fed- 
eral buildings at half staff was 
being prepared in Washington. 

No Hint As to Nominee. 

There was no indication here, 
even unofficial. as to whom 
Eisenhower might name to suc- 
ceed Vinson. 

It was believed likely that 
Eisenhower would designate the 
new appointee as Chief Justice. 
But he could also choose one of 
the present members of the 
nine-man Court to be Chief Jus- 
tice and name the new ap- 
pointee as an Associate Justice. 
The nomination to the Court 
must be approved by the Sen- 
ate. 

There was some speculation 
that California’s Gov. Earl War- 
ren would be Eisenhower’s 
choice. Warren, a Republican, 
announced last Thursday he 
would not seek re-election when 
his present term expires at the 
end of next year. He gave no 
hint of his future plans.

St. Louis is not doing much 
more for its people than it did 
13 years ago, as rubbish collec- 
tion is the only major new 
service added during that pe- 
riod, he said. The increase, he 
explained, is due to inflationary 
forces, with city salaries neces- 
sarily higher and supplies and 
equipment used by the city 
more expensive. 


Tucker reported the current 
city budget includes $36,000,000 
for salaries which are controlled 
either by the city Civil Service 
Commission ur the State Legis- 
| lature. 


Because of inadequate reve- 
nues, the city has been forced 
to observe rigid economies and 
to turn down many worth-while 
programs, he said. Necessary 
maintenance and repairs of pub- 
lic buildings have been seriously 
delayed, and only $372,000 was 
budgeted during this fiscal year 
for new equipment. 


St. Louis, he said, ranks sixth 
in per capita cost of government 
among the nine largest cities in

When Truman named the af- 
fable, middle-of-the-road Vinson 
as chief justice it was widely 
believed he was chosen as a 
peacemaker in the wrangle then 
going on between Justices Jack- 
son and Black. 

Truman himself noted Vinson 
was to become the, thirteenth 
chief justice in United States 
history, and called it “lucky for 
the United States and lucky for 
Mr. Vinson—at least I hope it 
is.”’ 

Truman was informed of Vin- 
son’s death shortly before board- 
ing a plane at Detroit bound for 
his Missouri home. 

“It is a terrible loss and a 
terrible shock,” the former Pres- 
ident said. “He was a great man 
and a great justice as well as a 
great citizen of the country. 
We'll all miss him.” 

Vari6us justices expressed 
grief at his death. Senators, Rep- 
resentatives and other officials 
paid him tribute. 

Besides his wife and Fred Jr. 
he is survived by another son, 
James R. Vinson, a grandson, 
James R. Vinson Jr. and a sis- 
ter, Miss Lou Vinson.

His 
fellow Democrats held Vinson in 
such high esteem that, for a 
time in 1952, he was viewed as a 
top choice for the p *s presi- 
dential nomination. ere was 
talk that Truman himself had 
sounded out Vinson about the 
presidency, but that Vinson 
would have no part of it. 

In his years on the court, Vin- 
son maintained an easy air of 
non-partisanship and had been 
among the “regulars” at Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's White House 
marathon bridge games since the 
Republican Administration, be- 
gan last January. They were 
bridge cronies long before Eisen- 
hower was in the White House. 

Picked for Moscow 

The same capacity for calm 
reasoning and arbitration that 
led Vinson to the high court al- 
most led him into a dramatic 
mission to Moscow as a trouble- 
shooter for Truman in the fall 
of 1948. - 

The Berlin blockade was at its 
height, and Truman arranged for 
Vinson to go to Moscow to ap- 
peal to Stalin for “co-operation 
in dispelling the present poison- 
ous atmosphere of distrust” be- 
tween East and West. Truman 
went so far as té arrange radio 
network time to announce Vin- 
son’s mission, but canceled. the 
plan at the last minute when 
then-Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall objected it might 
cut across United Nations peace 
efforts. 

From time to time, personal 
animosity among 
had made itself evident in the 
nature of their opinions, but it 
immediately became apparent 
tat Vinson took seriously his role 
as pacifier. One major criticism 
of the court had been the in- 
creasing practice of the justices 
to write many separate opinions 
for each decision, sometimes 
leaving a baffling impression of 
the law. 

Set Example of Silence. 

During his first term, Vinson 
spoke only 13 times-—in formal 
majority opinions. Otherwise, 


f: 


he set an example of silence for 
his brothers. His dissents were 
nated, not written, and there 
were no confusing concurring 
opinions. 

Qn the bench, he was genially 
gracious. He nodded to old 
friends in ‘the cdurtroom. The 
exchanges between other jus- 
tices and the arguing lawyers 
were often so low they sounded 
like private tete-a-tetes, but 
when Vinson asked a question 
his slow drawl could be heard 
in every corner of the room. He 
never joined in the relentless 
cross-examination of attorneys 
that was the practice of most of 
his colleagues. 


Vinson’s opinions were never 

legalistic, always readily under- 
stood and he endeared himself 
to newspaper reporters by al- 
ways conciud his opinions 
with a summary paragraph giv- 
the core of the court’s find- 
ng. 
Moreover, on Mondays when 
decisions were read, Vinson read 
his in a clear and distinct voice. 
In a courtroom noted for its 
poor.acoustics his voice could 
always be heard and understood 
in the far corners. 


The last case on which the 
court acted under Vinson was 
the celebrated one involving 
atomic spies Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg. In a special session 
of the court—ca by Vinson 
after its 1952- term had 
formally ended—the nine Jus- 
tices sat on June 18 to hear im- 
passioned arguments on an ex- 
traordinary stay granted the 
Rosenbergs by Justice Douglas, 
acting individually, after the 
court had adjourned.

Wrote Most Important Opinions. 

Customarily, Vinson, as Chief 
Justice, wrote opinions: on most 
of the big cases that came be- 
fore the court. :His last formal 
written opinion: was on July 16 
—justifying what he called the 
tribunal’s “unusual action” in 
the Rosenberg case. 

Jn a formal opinion handed 
down July 16, Chief Justice Vin- 
son said Douglas had the power

said, “in issuing the stay did not 
act to grant some form of 
amnesty or last-minute reprieve 
to the defendants; he simply 
acted to protect (the court's) 
jurisdiction over the case, to 
maintain the status quo. . .” 

The Chief justice added that 
the full cart, on reviewing the 
legal point raised by the stay— 
the validity of the death sen- 
tences under the atomic energy 
law—disagreed with Douglas’s 
“serious doubts” about the case. 

“This court,” he wrote, “has 
the responsibility to supervise 
the administration of criminal 
justice by the federal judieiary. 
This includes the duty to see 
that the laws are not only en- 
forced by fair proceedings, but 
also that the punishments pre- 
scribed by the laws are enforced 
with a reasonable degree of 
promptness and certainty.” 

The court split 6 to 3 in the 
case, with Justices Douglas, 
ee and Frankfurter dissent- 
ng. 

Led Majority in Red Ruling. 

Among other major cases in 
recent years was the court's ac- 
tion upholding the convictions 
of the 11 top United States Com- 
munists. On June 4, 1951, Vin- 
son spoke for the majority and 
declared ‘t'‘heir conspiracy to or- 
ganize the°Communist party and 
advocate the overthrow of the 
Government by force and vio- 
lence created a clear and pres- 
ent danger. .. .” 

“On the bench, Vinson was usu- 
ally a picture of calm reflec- 
tion, but he was capable of 
anger, too. On June 2, 1952, 
Vinson dissented when the ma- 
jority of the court held~ that 
Truman had no constitutional 
right to seize the nation’s steel 
industry.

He said atomic power will

said, he probably would invest 
in a small company, betting on 
it to help speed along the atomic 
age much like Ford and others 
did to create the automobile 
age. 

Dr. Urey, professor of chem- 
istry at the Institute of Nuclear 
Studies in Chicago, worked on 
the atomic project during the 
war. 

He told the American Chemi- 
cal Society that he favors chang- 
ing the Atomic Energy Act to 
“remove the Government mon- 
opoly.” He said industry and 
inventors should be allowed to 


patent their own atomic inven- |

“It has always been a little 
bit surprising to me that the 
Congress of the United States 
should have passed such an ob- 
viously socialistic bill as the 


Atomic Energy Act of 1946,” he |§ 


said. 

Explaining this, Dr. Urey said 
“I believe there are certain 
fields in which it is quite neces- 
sary that the Government shall 
take over and carry through 
certain developments, but I do 
not believe that a new industry 
—one where developments must 
be made—is the proper type 
where this should be done.” 

As for the question of secur- 
ity or secrecy, Dr. Urey re- 
marked that “because our mili- 
tary ships are kept secret does 
not require that the whole steel 
werd shall be run. by the 
state.”

Text of former President Harry Truman's address to a 
Labor Day rally of Michigan AFL and CIO unions: 


HIS IS the first time in more than 30 years that I have not 
been in public office, and I’m having a wonderful time. I’m 
still busy. But I am only working an 8-hour day now, instead 
} of a 16-hour day. 1 have a lot of mail to answer. You'd be sur- 


prised if you knew how many people keep writing to me. And 


I am writing a book. 
I’m glad to be here today, be-

I am proud to have been the

tor Arthur Vandenberg. 

It was my privilege, later, to 
come to know well his successor, 
another very able Senator from 
Michigan, Blair Moody. 

I have heard that Senator 
Moody is leading an effort to 
set up a liberal daily newspa- 
per in Detroit. I hope he suc- 
ceeds, because it’s about time 
this great city had a Demo- 
cratic newspaper. When you 
think of it, it’s an amazing 
thing that a great city like 
this—with its thousands of 
Democrats and union men— 
has to read newspapers that 
are for the most part pro- 
Republican and _ anti-union. 
But that’s the way it is over 
most of the country. That’s 
the way it is at home. 

But yoti can help change all 
that here. If you will get be- 
hind a liberal newspaper, and 
support it, you can make it a 
success. 

This is Labor Day of 1953. 
And on this day we naturally 
think of two leaders of organized 
labor, two great men, who de- 
voted their lives to the cause of 
the working man, 
passed away during this last 
year. It isn’t just the working 
men and women who owe a 
great debt to William Green and 
Philip Murray; it is the entire 
country. For these men helped 
to shape organized labor as a 
great constructive force for the 
good of this country. They 
brought labor to a position of 
responsibility and opportunity it 
had never had before. Don't 
think that -was an easy job. It 
was a hard, lifelong struggle. 

Labor’s Magna Charta. 
Some of you younger men and 

women in this labor movement 
can’t remember back to the days 
when a man put his livelihood 
in jeopardy, together with the 
welfare of his wife and children, 
if he signed a union card. You 
can’t remember the days of the 
labor spy and the private police 
force, and the labor injunction. 
But Bill Green and Phil Murray 
fought through those days, and 
won—and when the Wagner Act 
went on the books as a federal 
law, a new era began in the in- 
dustrial life of this country. 
That was the Magna Charta of 
labor’s rights, but it has brought 
benefits to all American citizens, 
including those outside the rapks 
of organized labor. It has meant 
higher wages and greater pur- 
chasing power, higher produc- 
tivity, and a rising level of pros- 
perity for all of us. 

I was in the Senate when 
the Congress passed that law, 
and E am proud to say I 
voted for it. I was in the 
White House when. the first 
attempt was made to cripple 
that law, and I vetoed that 
effort. But the Republican 
Eightieth Congress tried it 
again. And they over-rode my 
veto and put the Taft-Hartley 
law on the books. The Taft- 
Hartley law is a bad law, and 
during the last presidential 
campaign there was a promise 
‘made, by the Republican 
candidate, that it was going 
to be amended, in a way that 
would correct its injustices. 
But I haven’t read of anything 
-being done along that line— 
and I’ve been reading the 
record. 

Bill Green and Phil Murray 
saw the labor movement through 
some stirring times, and now 
their job has been passed on to 
two other fine men, They are 
both good friends of mine, and

My mind goés back to the 
great depression that began al- 
most 25 years ago, and to the 
great efforts that were being 
made in Washington to over- 
come it when I first went to 
the Senate in 1935. I ask my- 
self: Why did we have that de- 
pression, and what was the es- 
sence of the New Deal? 


Bad Income Distribution. 

The main answer to the first 
question is, I think, that in 1929 
we had a very unhealthy dis- 
tribution of the national in- 
come. The people at the top 
had more than they could use, 
and the rest of the people did 
not have enough purchasing 
power to buy the output of our 
factories and farms. The big 
boom of the Twenties increased 
the income of the top 5 per cent 
of the people, but it actually de- 
creased the income of the re- 
maining 95 per cent. 

Stock issues were boomed to 
fantastic heights by speculation. 
But even when the speculators 
were rolling profits, agriculture 
was in a depression. Workers, 
teachers, professional people 
were at the mercy of a specu- 
lative bubble, blown by the few 
for the interest of the few. The 
Government, controlled by the 
very groups who were doing the 
speculating, was helpless. All 
that Mr. Mellon could suggest, 
as the disatser approached, was 
that it looked like a good time 
to buy bonds. 

Naturally, the national econo- 
ay couldn’t go ahead in, this 
lopsided fashion, and its col-

The unexpected death of Chief Justice Vinson 
is the first break in the membership of the 
Supreme Court since the summer of 1949 when 
our highest bench lost Wiley B, Rutledge and 
Frank Murphy—a double blow from which it 

still suffers. . 
Thus a period in Supreme Court history, and 
a period far from happy, has mow closed. ‘A 
new one will open whén a fourteenth Chief 
Justice is selected by President Eisenhower, is 
confirmed by the Senate and seated in the suc- 


cession that began with John Jay in 1789 and . 


has included Oliver Ellsworth, John Marshall, 
Roger B. Taney, Salmon P. Chase, Melville W. 
Fuller, Edward D. White, William Howard Taft, 
Charles Evans Hughes and Harlan Fiske Stone. 

Chief Justice Vinson ‘was the second of the 
four Truman appointees to the Supreme Court, 
The first Truman choice .was Justice Burton 
who took the place of retired Justice Roberts in 
1945. Mr. Vinson, longtime Truman crony, who 
had served in the House, as Court of Appeals 
judge and as Treasury Secretary, stepped into 
the shoes of the late Chief Justice Stone in 
1946. Three years later i Clark . and 
Minton, also Truman intimates, were named to 
the Murphy and Rutledge vacancies.

It is only fair to say that in no instance did 
the Truman appointee measure up to the Justice 
he succeeded. Republican Justice Burton may 
approach Republican Owen J. Roberts, but Jus- 
tices Clark and Minton are far behind the men 
they succeeded and Chief Justice Vinson had 
no conception or understanding of his high 
office such as characterized the tenure of such 
truly distinguished jurists like Chief Justices 
Hughes and Stone. 

The worst aspect of the Supreme Court under 
the Vinson magistracy has been its steady re- 
treat in the field of the human liberties guaran- 
teed in the Bill of Rights. Chief Justice Vin- 
son’s own opihion in the restrictive covenants 
cases, involving the issue of segregation in 
housing, is an exception which proves this 
unfortunate rule. 
speech, rights as citfzens, rights of accused per- 
sons, privileges of immigrants, for example, the 
Vinson court turned the clock back. 

Unhappily Chief Justice Vinson was a leader 
in this retreat. In his first term on the high 
bench, in 12 civil rights cases on which the 
court split, he decided every time against the 
citizen in the ‘case. Not once did he see enough 
merit in the cause of the citizen against the 
unit of government involved. Wiley Rutledge, 
on the other hand in the same term, sided with 
the citizen 11 times to 1. For years to come 
the country will be paying for the little views 
of the men elevated to the Supreme Court by 
Harry S. Truman—who paradoxically himself 
sought by reiterated statement and leadership 
of Congress to advance civil rights perhaps 
more than any other President in history.

President Eisenhower’s choice, whoever he 
may be, will surely take a sounder, broader 
view of the constitutional guarantees in the First 
Ten Amendments than did Fred M. Vinson. 
Were Senator Taft alive. he undoubtedly 
would be the first choice. And the late Ohio 
Republican's vigorous attachment to free speech 
and free academic inquiry would have been 
the strongest of recommendations.

Leadership in the thankless fight for authori- 
ty to renew the city earnings tax has fallen prin- 
cipally to Mayor Tucker because of the studied 
iaaction of those who should .be at his side.

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New Strength in Bonn 

’ Diplomats, correspondents and commentators 
can stop’ worrying about West Germany for a 
\while. “Dr. Kenrad Adenauer—der Alte Herr 
or “the Old Gentleman” as he is respectfully 
if not affectionately called--had more confidence 
‘than they about his electoral prospects, and on 
Sunday the German voters proved him right. 
His Christian Democratic party, the dominant 
one in West Germany since the war, won its 
biggest victory. It captured 244 seats of the 
487 in the Bundestag. Thus it has an absolute 
majority of one, and the Chancellor could or- 

gahize a one-party government if so minded. 
This is especially true since the Socialists 


_ got only 150 seats and can hardly expect much 


support from the four lesser parties represented 
‘In the new parliament. Moreover, Adenauer 
probably can count on help from 48 Free Demo- 
-crats, members of a party in his old coalition. 

These results show a greater degree of politi- 
cal harmony in Bonn than in any other Euro- 
pean capital. Even the Socialists have opposed 
Adenauer on only a few major issues. Of the 
550 laws passed by the Bundestag since the war, 
they voted against only 75. MHenceforth they 
may be even less reluctant to attempt a test of 
parliamentary influence with the government. 

Secretary of State Dulles can mop a worried 
brow. The protests against his inept statement 
in favor of Adenauer apparently came too late 
to change many votes. Also, his ineptness was 
outdone by that of the Russians who at once 
tried to influence the Germans and spread fear 
of them among other Europeans. 

The Christian Democratic success is a success 
for the Western Alliance and especially the 
United States. And there is a real parallel be- 
tween Germany and this country in the years 
after our Civil War. Uninhibited free enter- 
prise is rebuilding the nation at a sensational 
rate. Eventually, this may have to be brought 
under some regulation as it was here, but just 
now it is replenishing German strength. That 
must have been first in the minds of most 
German voters. 

So far as the rest of the world is concerned, 
however, the immediate problem is military 
rather than economic or social. Chancellor 
Adenauer has been the strongest advocate of 
the European Defense Community and a Euro- 
pean army with German contingents. Already 
ratified by the Bundestag, this program still 
depends on the German supreme court, but it 
may be expected to follow the election returns. 

France—and weakened Italy—now hold the 
key to EDC. A draft of a political constitution 
for this federation was drawn up in Strasbourg 
in March. It has been enthusiastically hailed 
especially by the young people of Germany, but 
the French have shown themselves cool indeed. 
As the Swiss Review of World Affairs said: ‘The 
policy is not broadly based on French political 
forces, and it is not a true reflection of French 
reality. ... That is sad, but it is the truth.” 

The policy is, however, based on the reality of 
the split between Moscow and the West. This 
demands that the West marshal its strength, and 
the French had better persuade themselves that 
Germans in a European Army are to be pre- 
ferred to Germans in a new army of their own. 

There is work left for the statesmen, but 
Chancellor Adenauer’s decisive victory has 
greatly enhanced Germany’s position. The 
German voters have shown that they know which 
way they want to go—and it is not the way of 
the Russians. Politically, Bonn is the strongest 
capital on the Continent, and the strength of 
Bonn is the strength of the West. 
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An Accounting Is Due 

Operation Big Switch has been completed, but 
now there is grave concern over the fate of an 
undisclosed number of American and other pris- 
oners who have not yet been accourted for.

If I were asked what was the oddest 
feature of American education — the 
one which strikes me still as mistaken 
—I should say it is the belief that 
everything you need to learn must be 
taught. 

There are a great many things we 
have to learn to keep alive, to keep 
happy, which we cannot be taught. 
We cannot learn them, or at least 
nobody can teach us. And the great 
American educational heresy is the 
belief that everything that you need 
to learn can 
taught by a text- 
book, by a course, 
by an examination, 
by television, by all 
sorts of devices. 

The second thing 
is that American 
educational philos- 
ophy, in the past 
30 years, has been 
profoundly _ influ- 
enced by John 
Dewey, the philos- 
opher of Columbia. 
Dewey thought 
that the standard 
curriculum wa3‘ir- 
relevant to the problems of America. 

Dewey thought, rightly, that you could 
not give these millions of, students the 
old-fashioned type of ediication we as- 
sociate in Engjand and Frante with ed- 
ucation. The result was fhat since 
everybody, except in a few areas, had 
the right to go to high school free you 
had to provide a high school they could 
go to with profit, eyen if that meant 
teaching them bow t6 brush a floor or 
do a hair-<do, or—in one case I know 
and approve of—how to play bridge. 


A Short Course in Bridge 


One result of that has been that the 
older studies, which have still some- 
thing to be said for them, tend to get 
swamped. High schools exist to as- 
similate people, to teach them social 
habits, to teach them to know each 
other.

The next great changg in modern 
American education has been, apart 
from the extension of the universities, 
the overwhelming preponderance taken 
in the past 25 years by science and by 
medicine.- There are good reasons for 
that, historically speaking. American 
medicine was starting pretty much from 
scratch and a great deal of money was 
very wisely poured into the field with 
very magnificent results. 

A consequence now which is less de- 
sirable is that it is harder, proportion- 
ately, to get money for any non-scien- 
tific subject than it is in Britain, There 
is also a new feature of the past few 
years—the chief sponsor now of funda- 
méntal research in the United States is 
the Government itself. The university 
is thought of mainly now by the public 
as a producer of, say atom bombs or 
of streptomycin. 

However, there is another side of 
university activities which I think was 
unforeseen 30 years ago and yet is 
very noticeable. The universities and 
the foundations are now the chief pa- 
trons of artists. And the foundations’ 


money is usually channeled through 


the universities. I know several poets, 
for example, who are, roughly speaking, 
paid. to write . They are at- 
tached to colleges where they go in for 
creative writing. 


Two Sides of an Illusion 


I do not myself think that this is a 
bad thing, except in the field of writ- 
ing.

IT WAS HERE at Miniwanca that I met Douglas Steere, 
the Quaker philosopher and writer, who is now in South 
Africa.

My Day 
School in Japan

NEW YORK. 

HEN I was in Japan I vis- 

ited the International Chris- 

tian University in Tokyo, 
which was opened on April 13, 
1953: Thousands of Americans 
contributed over $2,500,000 to 
start this first graduate school 
under Christian auspices in Ja- 
pan. The Japanese people had 
contributed $450,000, with the 
Emperor and other members of 
the royal family included among 
the donors. 

Of course, it is so new that 
much still-remains to be done, 
and .this was quite evident when 
I was there. The university 
campus includes 365 acres, and 
a large university hall and sev- 
eral other buildings are already 
up. They have a 34-member fac- 
ulty, and this year th® freshman 
class numbers 150 students,

I DO NOT KNOW how many 
‘American communities are actu- 
ally working for this: university, 
but I was interested to be told 
that book campaigns for its li- 
brary had been started in many 
American communities. Rural 
communities were contributing 
cattle and farm equipment, and 
in other areas money was raised 
to build faculty houses and to 
pay for scholarships. 

The idea for this university 
has the backing of our former 


Ambassador, Joseph C. Grew, 
and they are very fortunate in 
their president, Hachiro Yuasa. 
He was able to assemble a truly 
international faculty, with 18 
Japanese, two Canadians and 11 
Americans. They are particularly 
proud of having the Swiss theo- 
logian, Dr. Emil Brunner, as 
professor of religion. 

Many religious denominations 
in this country and Canada are 
interested in the support of this 
university. Many of the young 
people there seemed among the 
most intelligent and alert group 
of students that I had met any- 
where,

I DON’T RECALL whether ! 
mentioned before that a schoo! 
to train librarians has been e:- 
tablished in Kéio University in 
Tokyo. This ‘s functioning very 
satisfactorily, and will bring a 
new group to work in many uni- 
versities where books have often 
lain buried in the archives be- 
cause of lack of trained librar- 
ians. 

When I was in Hiroshima I 
was shown an appeal sent out 
by the university there, asking 
universities in this country for 
books to re-establish their li- 
brary.

Ringing the School Bell for Parents 


Now Is Good Time to Get Acquainted With Your Child's Teacher, Educator-Mother Advises 


By Irene Patai 


A new school year has be- 
gun. A successful term for 
children depends upon par- 
ents as much as on teachers 
and pupils. The author of the 
following article, who is both 
a teacher and a mother, sug- 
gests ways by which parents 
may know more about the 
schools their children attend. 


HENEVER Open School 

Week comes around, we 

teachers can foretell whose 
parents are most likely, to visit 
us. Usually it is the mother or 
father of the best adjusted child 
who takes the time to see how 
this youngster passes his school 
hours. We are always happy to 
see parents but we cannot help 
wishing that the others would 
come, too. 

Here, at the beginning of a 
new school year, why not visit 
your child’s teacher? See how 
the school operates. Find out all 
you can about your child’s 
teacher. Try to appraise the at- 
mosphere of the school. Perhaps 
by a mutual exchange of ideas, 
you will help the teacher know 
your boy or girl better. And you 
will surely know the teacher 
better. 

Every teacher has had to 
study the basic needs of chil- 
dren for sound emotional and 
educational growth. Here are 
some of these needs and how 
we work to satisfy them: 

Every child has a need for be- 
longing. If he feels he’s outside 
the schoo] group, he is hurt. He 
will try to gain attention by 
whatever means he can. 

We try to satisfy this need by 
calling ‘his home if he is absent. 
If he is ill, we encourage the 
class to write him letters or get- 
well cards: When he returns we 
say, “I'm glad you’re back—we 
missed you.” 

We make it a point to notice 
what he wears, but we refrain 
from commenting on his being 
different, unless it is to praise 
him. We try not to say, “You 
are the only one who is always 
noisy,” or “You never do your 
work right.” 

We let him know we accept 
him even though we mgy not 
like his behavior. Standing him 
in a corner, or asking him to 
take the last seat, or sending 
him out of the room cures noth- 
ing. We try ignoring his be- 
havior at the time if it is unim- 
portant and give him a job to 
do that interests him. 

Whenever possible we encour- 
age him to make friends by al- 
lowing him to sit where he 
pleases, changing the seating 
plan of the class from time to 
time so that he may become ac- 
quainted with otMer children. 

Every child must be permitted 
to grow up in an atmosphere 
free from guilt. Any treatment 
which breaks down his self- 
confidence and makes him fear- 
ful of criticism will hinder his 
growth. If he is disciplined by 
parents and teachers in such a 
way that he becomes more con- 
cerned with protecting himself 
than in exploring the world 
around him, he will be unable 
to enjoy life either at home or 
at school.

E TRY to satisfy this need 
W by letting him know that We 

ourselves are not perfect, 
that no one is and that he must 
not worry too much about a mis- 
take provided he doesn’t make 
the error over and over. There is 
always an opportunity in the 
classroom to prove this. 


Every child has the need for 
understanding. We try to satisfy 
this need by accepting seriously 
whatever question is put to us. 
We don’t give the impression 
that any question is silly or that 
the child is too young to under- 
stand the answer. 

We allow for a letting-your- 
hair-down period each day. By 
an interchange of ideas it is 
easy for the teacher to guide 
the child to a proper apprecia- 
tion of the situation. 

One girl I know revealed in 
class that she felt herself re- 
sponsible for a sister’s death. 
When she made this admission, 
a boy revealed a similar feel- 
ing. By discussion it became 
clear that in neither of the two 
cases was there any real guilt. 
Just by airing their fear openly 
both these children were freed 
of their burden of guilt. ° 

In another instance,\the teach- 
er discovered a child’s unhappi- 
ness by means of a written com- 
position: 

One day a teacher asked his 
class to write on the topic, “If I 
When he 
began to correct the papers he 
was startled to find this sentence 
in one of them: “I would like to 
be a girl of 5 again because then 
life would be different and my 
parents would not be ——.” The 
last word was omitted.

The composition was authored 
by a sad-faced girl named Deb- 
orah. The teacher investigated 
her record. He found that her 
parents were dead, that Deborah 
lived with an aunt and uncle. 


A conversation with them re- 
vealed that they had not wanted 
her, but that there was no one 
else who was willing to give her 
a home. They were quick to see, 
however, that their resentment 
had taken the form of extreme 
strictness against which she re- 
belled. They were eager to 
make amends. Deborah is a 
happier girl now. ~-

ERE are some ways in which 
a school may improve its hu- 
man relations: 

By encouraging frequent par- 
ent visitation and cansultation. 

By establishing a student court 
in which the students themselv 
set the standards for discipling? 

On-the-job training for older 
students who will gain insight 
into the demands of industry for 
self-diseipline. 

Since any school directly in- 
fluences the emotional growth of 
any child, I think that parents 
ought to pay more attention to 
the school their children attend. 
The first step is to visit the 
school, get the “feel” of it, be- 
come acquainted with teachers 
and principals. From that point 
on a close relationship should 
develop. 

As a mother of three children 
and a teacher I own a split per- 
sonality. My mother’s heart 
sometimes leads me astray. But 
when I examine my children’s 
gripes about their teachers in 
the light of my own teaching 
experience, my viewpoint shifts. 

How often I wish that parents 
would follow their children’s 
teachers through their busy day. 
How many popular notions 
would change! 

A popular saying is: “He who 
can does and he who can't 
teaches.” 

Is this true? If teachers are 
such ineffective persons, isn't it 
curious that we are willing to 
place our most precious posses- 
sion into their hands? 

The average teacher has a col- 
lege degree and at least one

year of graduate work. He has 
taken courses in methods, has 
practiced teaching before he is 
even qualified to apply for the 


job. 

Yet this alone is not the open 
sesame to a teaching job. In 
many areas a teacher must satis- 
fy the school board on very per- 
sonal questions: Are you en- 
gaged? Will you leave the town 
over weekends? Do you smoke 
in public? Elsewhere, stiff com- 
petitive tests are given.

We do all this because it's our 
job. Because we like it. Because 
we know that in our hands rests 
this country’s greatest resource. 


How can you as a parent rate 
your child’s teacher? By this 
yardstick: 

Note your child’s reaction. If 
he goes to school contentedly, 
shows enthusiasm for some as- 
pect of his work, makes steady 
progress in his grade—then you 
can be sure his teacher is doing 
the best job possible. 

If he doesn’t, then it’s high 
time you went to school your- 
self and met his teacher. Now, 
just as a new school year begins, 
is a good time for all parents to 
get acquainted with their chil- 
dren's teacher.

This was an excellent decision, 
because if the club ace had been 
played to the first trick, that 
would have been South’s finish. 
He could not have ruffed a club 
in dummy without encountering 
an over-ruff by East, and no 
other line of play would have 
been better. 

After due consideration, how- 
ever, South won the first trick 
in his own hand, leaving the 
club ace in dummy. He then 
cashed the spade ace and saw 
the distribution of trumps. Now 
he shrewdly concluded that it 
might be dangerous to try for a 
club ruff, and decided that he 
would first test out a safer line 
of play. He cashed the diamond 
ace and led to the king, then 
discarded a diamond on the 
heart king. His next move was 
to ruff a diamond, and when 
both opponents followed suit to 
this round, the need for a club 
ruffed vanished. South simply 
extracted East's trumps, led to 
the club ace, and discarded one 
club on the heart ace and the 
last club on dummy’s fourth dia- 
mond. 

It should be observed that the 
only risk declarer ran through 
the plan he adopted was that 
the second lead of diamonds 
would be ruffed, and this was a 
substantially smaller risk than 
leading three rounds of clubs.
